5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art to the present invention is Yamauchi et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
5,043,946). Yamauchi et al. disclosed a memory device having a DRAM and a 
EEPROM. Yamauchi et al. failed to show or suggest the limitation of the voltage 
applied to the body of the floating transistor is controllable as in claims 1-2, or the 
limitations of charging the capacitors of all memory cell with a logic HIGH and 
discharging the capacitor in the memory cell having the transistor, its floating gate 
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storing a logic high as in claims 16-19, or the limitation of supplying the word line with a 
voltage defined by the equation claims 20-22, or the limitation of fulfilling electrons in the 
floating gate, charging all capacitor, and decreasing the threshold voltage of the 
transistors as in claims 23-31 , or the limitation of removing electrons in the floating gate, 
discharging the capacitor as in claims 32-37.
